No  epidemic  of  any  character 
fPP^ld  a~'on£  inhabitants,  This  favourable  circumstance  i3  again  due 
to  the  recumraondablo  work  and  co-operation  of  the  Gen  ral  Practitioners, 
Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  within  the  Borough, 


Incorporated  is  Mr.  Geo's  report,  which  proved  to  be  his  last 
observation  before  leaving  the  post  as  the  Borough  Public  Health  Inspector. 
1^  is  recommended  that  note  should  be  made  upon  his  observations  in  part¬ 
icular  on  the  Borough  Sewerage  and  the  Swimming  and  Paddling  Pool.  It 
must  be  emphasised  that  cone,  rn,  particularly  from  a  Public  "Health  point 
of  view,  could  well  bn  met  from  these  sources.  I  conclude  by  thanking 
Mr.  Gee  for  his  satisfactory  service  as  a  Public  Health  Inspector. 


I  wish  to  thank  the  Clerk  for  his  sincere  and  pleasing  co-operation 
in  all  matters  concerning  the  health  environment  of  the  district.  Also, 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest, 
confidence  and  pleasant  co-operation.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

A  total  of  4  children  were  vaccinated  for  the  first  time  during  the 
year  and  3  others  were  revaccinated. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

B.C.G,  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Ghost  Physician  in  collaboration 
with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for 
the  vaccination  of  new-born  infants  born  into  tuberculous  households  and 
of  tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  cases. 


Diphtheria  and  Whooping1  Cough  Immunisation, 


A  total  number  of  36  children  were  immunised  for  the  firgt  time  against 
Diphtheria  during  the  year,  and  36  were  immunised  against  VJhooping

HOUSING 


( a)  C  ouncil 

During  the  year  progress  was  made  on  the-  construction  of  28 
houses  at  Llanfacs.  These  houses  are  being  built  to  replace  the  Aluminium 
Bungalows  onthis  Site,  the  useful  life  of  which  has  now  ended.  Th^.sc 
bungalows  were  originally  provided  in  1948  for  the  housing  of  key  workers 
of  Messrs  S.F.A.S.  Ltd,,  (  now  Saro  (Anglesey)  Ltd,),  and  nominations  for 
tenancies  have  continued  to  be  made  by  the  Company,  Whilst  none  were  ~ 
originally  expected  to  be  available  for  general  housing  needs,  a  number 
fell  vacant  and  were  not  relet. 

Discussions  were  held  with  the  Company  and  it  was  agreed  that 
the  tenancy  of  at  least  8  houses  would  be  relinquished  in  favour  of  the 
C  ouncil. 

After  a  good  start  progress  became  increasingly  slow  and  whilst 
all  of  the  28  houses  should  have  been  completed  by  October,  only  4  were 
occupied  at  the  year  end,  of  these  3  were  used  for  the  rehousing  of  bungalow 
tenants  and  1  for  general  housing  no  ds. 

In  addition  4  other  families  wore  rehoused  as  a  result  of  tenants 
quitting  Council  Houses, 

Work  commenced  on  a  Grouped  Old  Persons  Housing  Scheme  which 
comprises  16  one  bedroom  bungalows  with  gas  warmed  air  central  heating.  The 
Scheme  includes  a  two  storey  block  vith  a  Laundry,  Communal  Lounge,  Toilets 
and  Guest  Bedroom  on  the  Ground  Floor  and  a  t^o  Bedroom  Warden' s  Flat  on  the 
First  Floor,  An  alsrm  bell  system  is  being  incorporated  and  a  single 
Television  Aerial  will  provide  a  signal  to  each  bungalow, 

(b)  Private 


(l)  New  Houses.  There  was  a  gratifying  increase  in  private  house 
building  during  1954»  The  3  houses  commenced  during  the  previous  year  were 
completed,  11  were  commenced,  of  which  8  were  completed  and  2  were  still  in 
course  of  construction  at  the  year  end.

Refuse  Collection 

The  weekly  collection  continues  to  be  maintained  for  all  the  pro¬ 
perties  in  the  Borough  except  a  few  outlying  farms  from  which  a  fort¬ 
nightly  collection  is  maintained.  An  additional  collection  is  made  from 
catering  establishments  and  hot  Is.  'with  the  lengthening  Season  the  demand 
for  this  additional  service  for  a  longer  duration  became  stronger.  There 
is  no  doubt. that  the  longer  period  during  which  a  second  collection  is  made 
and  the  additional  properties  requesting  the  service  is  increasing  the 
cost  of  Refuse  Collection,  and  if  the  increasing  cost  is  to  be  curbed 
consideration  must  be  given  to  strictly  limiting  properties  benefitting 
and/or  making  a  charge  for  it. 

Good  control  of  the  Refuse  Tip  continues  to  be  maintained  with 
covering  material  being  readily  available.  Zinc  Phosphide  was  the  poison 
of  choice  for  rodent  control  and  for  follow  up  treatments  barf  rin  was 
used.  Consideration  will  soon  have  to  bo  given  for  long  term  refuse  tip¬ 
ping  facilities.  xhe  Anglesey  Branch  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
Association  recommends  the  long  term  reduction  of  refuse  tips  principally 
in  the  cause  of  securing  controlled  tipping  and  a  decision  will  have  to  be 
made  as  to  whether  this  policy  is  to  be  followed  or  some  additional  land 
for  tipping  on  the  Beaumaris  side  of  the  Borough  Boundary  should  be  acquired 
(the  stream  would  require  culverting). 

The  cost  of  the  service  was  ;  £1619.  17.  9. 

Sewerage 

After  many  years  of  discussions,  deferred  decisions  and  consultations, 
wor. .  commenced  on  the  Sewerage  Scheme  in  June,  1964.  R.  pid  progress  was 
made  during  the  rest  of  the  year  on  the  pipelaying  work  with  the  minimum 
of  inconver ience  and  disturbance.  Messrs.  H.O.  Andrews  (Leeds)  Lid., 
showed  themselves  to  be  neat  and  expeditious  Contractors  and  whilst  earlier 
estimates  of  a  very  substantial  reduction  in  the  Contract  period  have  not 
materialised,  there  is  every  prospect  of  the  Scheme  becoming  operational 
well  within  the  Contract  period. 

The  Council  must  boar  in  mind  two  aspects  of  this  Scheme  : 

1.  It  only  provides  for  the  partial  re-sewering  of  the  Area  and  whilst 
it  should  remedy  all  of  the  grossly  unsatisfactory  features  of  the 
present  set-up  there  still  remain  long  lengths  of  8C  year  old  sewers 
which  require  renewal. 

2.  Costly  machinery  is  to  be  provided  and  for  this  to  give  long  and 
satisfactory  life  proper  maintenance  must  be  given.  This  will  not 
be  cheap  in  terns  of  annual  outlay  but  will  be  repaid  in  the  long 
ru  . 


Street  Cleansing. 

A  general  labourer  continues  to  be  employed  on  this  and  the  cleansing 
of  Public  Co  v„niencos.  A  proportion  of  .he  cost  of  cleansing  the  County 
Roads  continues  to  be  met  by  the  Anglesey  County  Council.  Although  regular 
attention  is  given  to  the  remainder  of  the  town,  this  is  hot  frequent  enough 
to  give  as  high  a  standard  as  I  v/ould  like  to  see.

Public  Conveniences 


The  two  Conveniences  continue  to  be  cleaned  daily  with  additional 
cleaning  during  the  peak  Summer  months.  Increased  use  was  made  of  the 
facilities  although  with  the  removal  of  turnstiles  no  indication  of  the 
increase  can  be  given.  I  am  still  not  happy  about  the  service  and  feel 
that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  find  a  means  of  keeping  the  Con¬ 
veniences  in  the  cleanest  possible  condition  including  the  provision  of 
hand  washing  facilities  where  these  do  not  exist.

Food  Hygiene 

No  animals  are  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  for  human  consumption  and 
all  meat  received  continued  to  be  of  the  usual  high  standard. 

The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  shops  continues  to  be 
satisfactory  although  an  instance  of  the  sale  of  flyblown  and  unfit 
food  indicates  that  there  is  no  room  for  complacency.  Retailers  ca.nnot 
be  too  strongly  urged  to  watch  thei.r  methods  to  ensure  high  standards 
at  all  times. 

During  the  year  87  lbs  of  tinned  and  other  foods  and  47  lbs  of 
fresh  meat  were  surrendered  ct>  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.

This  pool  which  was  constructed  as  a  Model -Yacht  ^ond  is, 
in  the  summer  months,  used  as  a  Paddling  Pool.  Mains  water  is 
used  and  for  cleanliness  reliance  has  to  be  placed  on  emptying 
and  refilling,  and  as  the  water  becomes  aesthetically  objection¬ 
able  within  three  da'rs  in  the  peak  summer  period,  cleansing  is  a 
laborious  and  expensive  job.  One  cannot  be  satisfied  with  the 
continuance  of  this  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  and  con¬ 
sideration  must  be  given  to  improving  conditions.
